Just a few montis ago, a deputation of University of Alberta 
students thronged the railroad platform, to bid farewell to Jock 
Parker,, the dandy kiexing half-back of the 1915 rugby team, 
which captured the Alberta senior championship, Yesterday 
word was received by Principal Tory, of the U. of A., that Parker 
had been killed behind the German lines, his death resulting from 
a fatal fell from his airship. 
| Jock, who was an universal favorite at Varsity, left to join 
1} the King Edward Light Horse, a regiment composed of English 
|} university men, but later transferred to the aviation corps. He 
|} soon acquired great proficiency in the art of flying, as is demon-

was brought down. Though Varsity is exceedingly well repre-
